As the species election, Applicants elect SEQ ID NO: 2 from 
category A; SEQ ID NO: 1 from category B; and SEQ ID NOs: 17-18 from category C. Thisspecies 
election, as required by the Examiner, possesses internal consistency: SEQ ID NO: 2 corresponds to 
the 98-amino acid long protein sequence pi 754; SEQ ID NO: 1 is the DNA sequence containing the 
ORF encoding for pl754; and SEQ ID NOs: 17-18 are the primer sequences specific for said ORF. 
In other words there is a close technical relationship (protein, DNA and primers) among the elected 
species and examination of the elected invention is respectfully requested. Claims 58-76 and 86-91 
read on the elected invention.
